Slides wpre' shown by Dr. Watson 
showing, the changes In the electron 
emission curves which occur when 
the bombardment takes place . on 
onCE^ten^jplates In a. caesium vapour.

sipni varies with the temperature an if 
with the thickness , of -the film ; of 
'caesium ' atoms which has fo'rmed on 
the tungsten plate, the number of 
plectrons liberated being, greatest 
when the thickness of the film is 
exactly one atom. That the magni 
tude of this effect is quitei consider- 
able -was shown when Dr. Watson 
gave a numerical example' which re-' 
vealed that a plate liberates enough 
electrons per sqiiare centimètre ' . to 
give a pressure of nearly one fifth of 
dyne per square centimetre.
